Chicago, December 20.—()—A 
threat against the life of the trial 
judge and the disappearance of ten 


state witnesses today contributed to 
the terrorism including assassination 


of one witness that has marked the 
trial of three defendants accused of 
kidnaping little Billy Ranieri. The 
state seeks to send them to the elec- 
tric chair. 

Opening of the trial was delayed 
two hours when Judge Robert Kh 
Gentzel received a letter similar to 
those threatening the Ranieri family 
and other state witnesses. Mike Di- 
vito, state witness, who the prosecu- 
tion charged has been marked for 
death; defied his enemies by testify- 
ing that one of the defendants had 
blackmailed him two years ago. Di- 
vito barely escaped assassination re- 
cently when Ole Scully was slain 
His testimony, given in the absence 
of the jury, however, was ruled out 
by the court. 

Posed As Uncle. 

The state rested its case after fail- 
ing to present Divito’s story to the 
jury and the defense presented An- 


drew Cappellano, one of the three de- 
fendants, who declared he did not 


_know Billy had been kidnaped when 


the boy was brought to his home at 
Bourbonnais, Lil, by two men, one ol 
whom he said was Tony Perconti and 
tue other known to him only as Ro- 
nano. : 

T eemstiane said the men told him 
Romano was the boy's uncle, but he 
questioned Billy and found this was 
not. so. When he insisted he did not 
want to keep Billy, _ he said they 
threatened him with death. . Cappel- 
lano, his son, Tony, 16, and Angelo 
Petitti are the defena nts. ee 

The disappearance of the states 
witnesses was reported shortly before 
the state closed its. case when de- 
tectives hunting the men, including 
relatives of Divito and of. Ole Seully, 
state witness who was killed Mon- 
day, said they were unable to find 
any trace of them. 

All Under Heavy Guard. 

The receipt of the death threat by 
Judge Gentzel created a sensation 
when it became known in the court- 
room. Samuel A. Hoffman, assistant 
state’s attorney, declared it was sent 
by the same persons who killed Scully 
and threatened Divito and members 
of the Ranieri family and said. they 
would not hesitate to murder the 
judge if given an apportunity. ’

UF GOTHAM POLICE 


New Commissioner Re- 
moves “Cheka” System 
of Watching Officers; 
McManus Asks Trial. 


New York, December 20.— (United 
News.) —With a sweep of his sword- 
like pen, Commissioner Grover Wha- 
len today sliced off an entire depart- 
ment from his police force—the es- 
pionage and central raiding force, 
known to policemen as the cheka— 
and demoted its 30 men and three 
women operatives, from Deputy Chief 
Inspector Valentine down. 

This was Arnold Rothstein’s latest- 
revealed legacy to the police force 
which has failed to find the man who 
murdered him six weeks ago. 

While Whalen was issuing this or- 
der, the most drastic of his three days 
in office, his star prisoner—George 
McManus, only men arrested in con- 
nection with the murder—was threat- 
ening to walk out on him. 

McManus, through his lawyers, ask- 
ed permission to examine the minutes 
of the grand jury that indicted him 
on the ground that he was one of the 
select audience which saw Rothstein 
shot. 

Alternatively, McManus asked an 
early trial. State attorneys opposed 
this motion, saying—or admitting— 
that McManus was th: only man un- 
der arrest of four who are sought. 

The judge reserved decision until 
he had read the grand jury minutes 
himself. It is MeManus’ contention 
that he was indicted on hearsay, and 
it is Broadway gossip that he is right. 

Takes Charge at Fire. 

Otherwise Whalen had a good day. 


He made his first public appearance 
when he took charge of reserves call- 
ed to clear crowds from the scene of 
a $50,000 fire in lower Fifth avenue, 
and saw to it that his new order was 
obeyed to give criminals the night- 
stick, but to treat peaceful citizens 
courteously, 

The fire was a good one—a six- 
story building, encased in a sheet of 
flame that threatened to spread to the 
entire row of closely packed buildings 
of which it was the center. Firemen 
confined the fire to the one building, 
which was destroyed. 

Also the underworld, perhaps shiv- 
ering under his order that “crime 
must go,” was inactive. And not only 
that, but a youthful Hawkshaw of the 
force, Detective De Marrias, walked 
into headquarters and dropped $100,- 
000 in jewels, stolen a few weeks ago. 
With him he brought a middle-aged 
burgler, who said tearfully that he 
hadn't done the job, but that his er- 
rant son had, and he had kept 
jewels so that bis son would 
suspicion. Whalen promoted the de- 
tective within an hour. 

Sees Dangerous Squad. 


In his order decapitating the inves- 
tigating bureau, as it is known offi- 
cially, Whalen deserived it as a dan- 
gerous sort of super-force within the 
department, likely to become the sort 
of squad that grew up before the mur- 
der of Herman. Rosenthal, like Roth- 
stein a gambler, broke the notorious 
Becker case and led to the execution 
of Becker, head of the’ tenderloin 
squad of police, and four gunmen—the 
first four to gain national notoriety. 

The investigating bureau has prob- 
el] the conduct of many policemen, 
and brought charges against them for 
erafting and other offenses. Also it 
has swooped down on precincts all 
over town to raid speakeasies, gam- 
bling joints and disorderly houses, 
Theoretically it was a check on pre- 
cinet heads, and made it impossible for 
dishonest men on the force to guaran- 
tee protection to owners of illegal re- 
sorts. Practically, Whalen thinks, it 
did more harm than good. He de- 
nounced it and its principle heatedly 
in announcing its demobilization.

CHEST, IN EMERGENCY, 
ASKS OVERDUE FUNDS 


Dire Need of Unusual Extent 
Told by Director of Re- 
lief Forces. 


Disagreeable weather and consider- 
able ill health, together with the ex- 
traordinary necessities of the Christ- 
mas season, have brought to the At- 
lanta Community Chest a serious em 
ergency, according to a statement yes- 
terday afternoon by Frank Miller, ex- 
ecutive director. 

“Hundreds of individuals and fami- 
lies needing assistance, a greater num- 
ber than has been the case in many 
months, are calling upon the relief 
agencies of the chest for help,” Mr. 
Miller said. “Upon the Family Wel- 
fare society, the Travelers Aid society. 
the American Red Cross, the Salva- 
tion Army, and the Tuberculosis as- 
sociation, a flood of appeals have been 
made, and the need of relief is great.’ 

The statement was made in con- 
nection with a showing that of the 
money pledged for relief and socia! 
welfare work last year in Atlanta. 
there is yet $71.000 unpaid—S$71,000 
of the money pledged in the 1927 cam- 
paign which was to have been paid 
in 

“This money is sorely needed just 
now, Mr. Miller said. “Statements 
and appeals have been sent to all 
persons in arrears of their pledges in 
the hope that this amount may be 
available for this winter-time emer- 
gency. This money is long past due, 
but more bitterly needed just now 
than ever before. 

_ “Many of thp individuals and fami- 
lies who are beseeching help have just 
claims upon the bounty of their neigh- 
bors. Others who have drifted into 
Atlanta or have been sent here are 
claiming our attention and our con- 
sideration as transients who must be 
helped. Many of these latter are sick. 
many others should be sent home. To 
nerve their needs requires money. 

if the money due on last year's 


1) ane 


pledges is paid now, it will go directly 
to meet these needs, none of it being 
reserved for chest administration or 
any other expenses. It will be ex- 
pended 100 per cent for gravely neces- 
sary work. We believe that every 
right-thinking person who is able to 
do so will send us his check before 
the first of the new year. This will 
enable us to meet the situation much 
more effectively, and will relieve a 
great deal of hardship and suffering 
that should not occur at this season, 
of all times. 

“In the midst of our Christmas giv- 
ing, we should not overlook this regu- 
lar and necessary object of our giv- 
ing.” 

The appeal for payment of these 
past-due pledges has no connection, 
Mr. Miller pointed out, with the cam- 

ign for 1929 welfare funds, the goal 
or which is $480,000, and which so 
far has been unsuccessful, raising only 
$385,000.

spite. 

The respite was given at the re- 
quest of attorneys for the negro, who 
contend that he is now insane and in 
no condition to be legally executed. 
The negro had been taken to Milledge- 
ville ad preparations were being made 
for the electrocution when the govy- 
ernor extended temporary clemency. 

Clark was convicted in May, 1928, 
on a charge of killing Clifford Ander- 
son, another negro. His lawyers con- 
tended at his trial that he was in- 
sane. The governor will make a per- 
sonal examination of the negro, if pos- 
sible, to determine his mental condi- 
tion.

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THE FARM CONGRESS IDEA. | 

‘The proposal has been made to, 
hold a southeastern farm congress | 
in Atlanta’ early in the new year, at 
a date to be fixed preceding the 
planting season, and preceding any 
special session of congress that may 
be called to enact farm relief legis- 
lation. 

The proposition is a good one | 
provided it may be in reality a farm 
conference, with leading landlord 
farmers from all the states present. 

Agricultural conditions are by no 
means what they should be any-: 
where in this country. Legislation 
for surplus control, of a practical 
and constructive nature, is needed 
just as much for this section as 
for the west. 

Mr. Hoover, in his St. Louis cam- 
paign speech, definitely promised 
that if the short session did not 
enact such legislation he would call 
an extra session immediately after 
his inauguration. It is believed, of 
course, that he will make his prom- 
ise good. , 

The revised McNary-Haugen bill 
has eliminated the radical features: 
of the original bill, and, while we, 
have opposed the equalization fee, | 
in the hope that a better financing | 
method could be found, it would | 
be a thousand times better to en- 
act the bill with that provision than 
to fail to legislate for the protec- 
tion of commodity crops. 

Not only should the surpluses 
be controlled but the present tariff 
Should be so revised that the pro- | 
ducer of farm products may be! 
placed on a pretection parity with | 
the producer of manufactured prod- | 
ucts. 

The coffee producers of Brazil 
are the most prospérous agricul- 
tural group in the world. Until 
the Brazilian government provided | 
for a control of the surplus, and 
eliminated disctimination, they were 
in the same distress as are the farm- 
ers of this country today. 

If such a congress is held in At- 
lanta it should inaugurate a con- 
Structive campaign for the sys- 
tematic balancing of production. 

No farmer can succeed who does 
not think in economic terms, and 
applies common Sense rules of mag 
ness to his operations. One of the 
outstanding rules of business farm- 
ing is to ‘live at home.” When 
the farmer has his smokehouse and 
barns filled, and pure-bred cows and 
hogs and chickens in green pastures 
and yards, he can then count upon 
his money crops as surplus crops. 

With such a course, coupled with 
‘hard work twelve months in the! 
year, and federal protection through 
sound legislation, the agricultural ' 
classes of every section of .this 
country wiil become prosperous 
and, with good roads and good 
schools, rural life will become in- | 
viting. !

“It sends brown-skinned Indians 
of the Venezuela coasts to the aigrette 
ro‘ keries in canoes to collect the white 
feathers of molting mother birds. A 
United States dollar bill has dictated 
the picking of leaves from the orange 
trees near Yaguaron, Paraguay, and 
orders their distillation which releases 
petitgrain, an oi! with the smell of 
vrange blossoms for use in perfumes 
and soaps. It has prompted the 
shearing of alpacas by the heirs. of 
the Incas whu own the flocks; and 
the collection of balata sap from a 
type of rubber tree that grows deep 
in the jungle. It has sent men search- 
ing for emeralds in the ill-charted 
mountains of Columbia. 

“A dollar and many more like it 
have floated a mammoth American- 
built dredge in the Condoto river, 
Colombia. where the sands yield plat- 
inum without which there would be 
fewer platinum rings. 

Provide Christmas Candles. 


“And Christmas candles! Southern 
areas which have never seen snow 
contribute to the multitudes of multi- 
colored eandles for our holiday deco- 
rations. Every hostess who lights her 
table and every church that illumines 
its altar with the candle’s soft gleam 
is in debt to Brazil, Mexico, Colombia, 
Honduras, Chile or some other Latin 
American country. 

“Vegetable waxes are obtained from 
branches of certain 
species of palm trees and desert bush- 
es, In 1926 Brazil exported more 
than 12,000,000 pounds of carnauba 
vegetable wax, of which the United 
States took 40 per cent, Cousins to 
carnauba that also go northward to 
the candie shop are the ceroxylon 
palm wax of Colombia and the can- 
delilla wax of Mexico. All three of 
them lend a hand to modern industry, 
helping the candlemaker and popping 
up in other guises few persons could 
guess; phonograph records, insulation 
fer electric wires, tailor’s chalk, car- 
bon copy paper, floor polish, shoe 
polish, sealing wax and dental molds, 
Probably these vegetable waxes do not 
enter into the making of the shorter 
candles, but they do brace the tall

ones, keeping them straight and un- 
bending. 

Fountain Pens from the Pampas. 

“South and Central American trade 
illustrate many surprises of rn 
trade. When you buy a sea-green or 
mandarin red fountain, pen for some- 
boy’s Christmas present ask the clerk 
of what substance thé barrel is made. 
Find out if he knows whether it is 
celluloid and a product of the south- 
ern cotton fields or casein and a 
product of the pampas. 

“Casein is the solid substance of 
milk and it might have become cheese 
if it had not been hardened into casein. 
Milk in the form of casein, to the ex- 
tent of 38,920,000 pounds, was_ship- 
ped in one recent year to the United 
Strtes, where a varied career awaited 
it. Fountain pens, earrings, "tortoise 
shell’ for tortoise shell rims, cigarette 
holders, telephone receivers, and chess

zentinian casein. Aladdin rubbed a 
lamp; chemistry stirred a milk pail 
and brought forth casein wonders that 
give the cattle-raising countries of 
South America an outlet for their 
surplus milk. 

Gall Stones Prized in Japan. 

“Chicago stockyards, it is often said, 
use everything of a pig but its squeal. 
The cow countries of Argentina, Uru- 
quay, and Brazil claim equal slaugh- 
ter house efficiency. Tankage, Ox- 
gall and gall stones—these do not fig- 
ure as importantly as hides and quar- 
ters of beef, but each earns its bit 
for South Ameriean packers. Occa- 
sionally a steamer from Argentina 
passes through the Panama canal 
bound for California and reports a 
cargo of tankage or dried cattle blood, 
which becomes a constituent of ferti- 
lizer for west coast farms... Ox-gall 
has long served as a pigment for art- 
ists, but it figures also in the drug- 
gist’s pharmacopela. Gall stones 
from cattle have proved as valuable 
a find as Brazilian diamonds. Sao 
Paulo a year ago shipped to the Unit- 
ed States 3.388 pounds of gall stones 
valued at $506. 

“Presumably they were resold to 
Japan. Gall stones take a high polish, 
and the Japanese prize them as lucky 
stones. 

“Each Latin American country has 
unsual products, often hidden in trade 
figures behind the blank wall labeled 
‘miscellaneous.’ Chile exports bees- 
wax and iodine; Bolivia, molybdénum 
and tungsten to harden steel, llama 
wool and ixtle fiber; Argentina, os- 
trich feathers and senna; Uruguay, 
grass seed and sausage casings; Para- 
guay, petitgrain and crude drugs; 
Brazil, ipecac, moss, seaweed, brazil 
nuts; Peru, vanadium ore, kapok for 
mattresses, mohair; Ecuador, annatto 
seeds, condurango (for medicinal pur- 
poses), Panama hats, chestnuts and 
veretable ivory (the latter is the very 
durable white seed of a palm tree 
which ought to be named the button 
tree because so many of its seeds be- 
come buttons on American clothes) ; 
Columbia. cascara, copal gum, balsam 
of Tolu, Brazil wood, ceroxylon wax; 
Venezuela, divi-divi, — gum, an- 
gostura bark, castor oil, tonka beans, 
cebadilla (reported used for poison 
gas in world war), sarsaparilla; the 
Guianas, bauxite (ot for aluminium), 
nutmegs, citrate of lime, balata and 
mahogany.”

Every theological student knows 
that Christ was not born in the 
vear 1 A. D., as is commonly be- 
lieved by the average layman.

I realize it was the error of a 
medieval mark which was respon- 
sible for this incorrect although 
common belief regarding the date 
of Christ's birth. But I have 
often wondered why the church 
does not make an attempt to cele- 
brate the birth of Christ at a 
time more nearly in accordance 
with the facts. Granted that 
Christmas would not seem real to 
us if it were held in April, yet in 
the course of time this strange- 
ness would disappear.

ON THE DOWN GRADE. 


When the main object of human 
life has been achieved, when progeny 
has become capable of taking care of 
itself and carrying on the germ plasm, 
when man’s ‘biological duty has been 
fulfilled, his energy machine is nv 
longer necessary in the cycle of evo- 
lution, so the man proceeds to die.

Husband of Laurette Taylor 
Succumbs at Age 
of 56. 


New York, December 20.—(?)— 
Broadway today mourned J. Harley 
Manners, playwright and actor, best 
known as the author of “Peg o’ My 
Heart,” one of the most popular plays 
ever produced in America. 

His wife, Laurette Taylor, the ac- 
tress, who rose to fame as Peg in her 
husband’s play, was with him when 
death eame Jast night at their home 
on Riverside drive. He was 58 years 
old, 

Mr. Manners had been ill since last 
summer and a month ago underwent 
an operation. His health failed stead- 
ily since then. 

Born in London, Mr. Manners start- 
ed his career as an actor in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, in 1898. He re- 
turned to London the next year and 
after appearing in several productions 
came to New York in 1902 with a 
company of his own play, “The Cross- 
way.” ? 

It was not until 1912, however, that 
he achieved wide fame. In that year 
he wrote and produced “Peg o’' My 
Heart,” starring Laurette Taylor, at 
that time an obscure actress, whom he 
had married that same year. The 
viay had a run of 692 performances 
on Broadway and established both 
Manners and Miss Taylor in the the- 
atrical world.

Kellogg Pleased at Prospect. 

Secretary Kellogg, however, feels 
-hat both nations already have shown 
their willingness to submit the mat- 
ter to peaceful solution by acceptance 
of the good offices of the arbitration 
conference, and also by the instruc- 
tions of the two countries to their 
forces on the frontier to avoid further 
activities which might lead them into 
clashes with one another. 

A move to have Secretary Kellogg, 
as chairman of the arbitration con- 
ference, undertake the conciliation of 
the Paraguayan-Bolivian controversy 
alone, has been discouraged by the 
Washington government which held 
that united action in this direction 
by representatives of several Ameri- 
can states would exert much more 
influence on both disputing countries. 

It also was argued that a conciliat- 
ing commission on which various 
American republics were represented 
would be more in harmony with Pan- 
American ideals. The United States, 
however, has every expectation of be- 
ing represented on the conciliating 
commission when it eventually shall 
be constituted. 

Committees at Work. 

The arbitration conference's activi- 
ties towards the conclusion of the 
multilateral treaties of arbitration and 
conciliation, for which it was assem- 
- bled, were in the meantime progressing 
very actively today. 

A sub-committee composed of J. 
P. Varela, of Uruguay; Ricardo Al- 
faro, of Panama, and Gonzalo Gutir- 
rez, of Cuba, met to prepare a draft 
treaty of conciliation to be placed be- 
fore the full committee of concilia- 
tion treaties as soon as possible. Its 
general purpose will be to enlarge 
the powers of the existing interna- 
tional commissions for the investiga- 
tion of international disputes to al- 
low them to undertake conciliation 
proceedings. These commissions, es- 
tablished under the 1923 Gondra 
treaties, at present have only the 
power to issue reports as to the facts 
in controversies endangering the peace 
of the western hemisphere. 

Draft of Treaty. 

Enrique QOlaya, of Colombia, and 
Vietor Maurtua, of Peru, reporters 
for the committee on arbitration treat- 
jes, hope to have ready for a full com- 
gnittee meeting . tomorrow a draft 
treaty of compulsory arbitration. This 
draft would establish the principle of 
compulsory arbitration for justiciable 
disputes.

Washington, December 
(United News.)—Necretary of the 
Treasury Mellon today defined the 
treasury estimates which were attack- 
ed by Representative Garner, Texas, 
democrat, yesterday who demanded 
that Secretary Mellon resign.

Whitehurst. He added, however, that 
if Josie was arrested it weukd be the 
first time that the state of Florida 
interfered with Indian justice. 


Billie yesterday completed a four 
days’ fast and penance mescribed by 
tribal Jaw before -he conkl utter a 
word of accusation or defense. He 
had sought the protection of W. Stan- 
ley Hanson, trusted Seminole referee 
here during those four days when anv 
foe could have dealt summarily with 
him. Now no Indian muav¥ molest him, 
under tribal law, until the supreme 
tribal council has passed on his ease 
at the green corn dance in June. 

When his penance was up and he 
was permitted to change clothes, 


bathe and tell his story, Josie Billie 
said:

Washington, December 20.—(4)— 
Under terms of a conttact submitted 
today to the interstate commerce com- 
mission for aporeval, railroads after 
March 1, 1929, would assume com- 
plete control x all express service in 
the United States.

Dear Sir: It only is a matter of 


| time until the western conference and 
' other 


governing bodies of collegiate 
sports must adopt the non-transfer 
The western conference recently 
legislated against its members piaying 
against teams not observing the three- 
year rule, with an exception made in 
favor of the Army. Now it is time 
for the Big Ten to put the lock on 
transfer athletes, 

The conference was called upon to 
rule on the eligibility of two transfer 
students at the close of the 1928 foot- 
ball season. It found that Mayes Mce- 
Lain, of Iowa, had played two years 
with Haskell, a school accredited 
among the colleges of the middle west, 
and obviously his one year of play 
at Iowa made him ineligible for fur- 
ther competition. 

The case of Allan Holman, of Ohio 
State, was more involved. Before 
coming to Ohio, Holman had played 
one year at Parsons and another at 
Ames. Had Parsons college been on 
the B list of schools, that includes 
small schools that do not play diffi- 
cult schedules, nor observe the three- 
year rule, Holman might have had an- 
other year of play. But he is out and 
Ohio loses a great back.

Right from the outset price down- 
turns formed the order of the day 
in the corn market. All hands agreed 
that clear, cold weather would tend 
more or less to facilitate the meve- 
ment of the corn crop. Asa result pit 
traders were for the most part more 
disposed to take to the selling side, 
although good buying for commission 
houses was witnessed on the declines 
in price. Meanwhile, advices were 
received that in Iowa especially ship- 
ments of corn showed more enlarge- 
ment. 

On the other hand, there were indi- 

cations of improved demand for corp 
in the west from exporters who were 
said to be short of the grain because 
of sales abroad. Moreover, the cash 
corn trading basis in Chicago was 
m some cases Ic higher, arrivals of 
_ corn here today amounted to but 99 
cars, and country offerings lacked 
volume. Notice was token, too, that 
total receipts of corn at primary 
points today were only 960,000 bush- 
els compared with 2,064,000 bashels 
a week ago and 1,797,000 bushels on 
the corresponding day last year. 

Wheat and oats were affected to 
some extent by corn weakness. Ke- 
sides, Kansas City wired that cash 
wheat premiums there were 1-2¢ to 1c 
lower, ,with storage room becoming 

scarce, whereas receipts were expected 
to continue large both of wheat and 
corn. Omaha wheat also was said to 
be close to a basis for wheat ship- 
ments to Chicago. Under such cir- 
cumstances, deliveries of 178,000 
bushels of wheat today on December 
contracts here gave some ,advantage 
at times to bears, but on the whole 
the wheat market proved stubborn,

While the buying did not become ac- 
tive or general, it was sufficient to 
send the active months about 15 to 18 
points net higher. December sold up 
to 20.47 and May to 20.32, but at 
these figures there was a little more 
cotton offered. 

It looked as if holders of contracts 
were taking profits while there was 
also some southern selling. After 
holding steady during the greater part 
of the- afternoon, prices weakened jv 
half hour. December sold 
off to 20.33 and May to 20.15, mak- 
ing new low prices for the day, and 
the close was at the lowest.

Relative to production, he said: 

“I look forward to a new record 
being established. I reach this conclu- 
sion because I believe that the sta- 
tistical position of the automotive in- 
dustry indicates that sales during 
1928 were limited by lack of produc- 
tion in the low-priced field, which 
means that we will carry forward a 
certain amount of business into 1929 
which will of course be in addition to 
the normal trend. 

“I appreciate that when any motor 
car manufacturer expresses an opin- 
ion of still new records in production 
the question rises in men’s minds as 
to how much further the industry can 
expand.
